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COAL MINERS ON 3-DAY WEEK 


Strike By Reds In 
Italy Is Failure; 
Effects Are Minor 


ROME, Dec. 1.—UP)—Italy's Com- 
munists suffered a humiliating de- 
feat today In their attempt to 
paralyze this nation in a 24-hour 
geneal stike. 
Seven hours after the strike end- 
ed at 6 a. m. (11 p. m. CST) its 
effects were scarcely felt. It was 
much more of a failure than a siml- 
ilar one-day 
general 
strike in 
France last Friday, and the sec- 
ond flop in a month for the Com- 
munist-led General Confederation 
of Labor (CGIL). 
Government spokesmen said the 
walkout was a failure except in 
Italy's big northern factories, the 
chief centers of Italian Communist 
strength. 
Even the Communists laid little 
claim to success. A spokesman for

Get Declaration 
Passed By UN 


NEW YORK, Dec. 1.—UP)—The 
United Nations Assembly swamped 
.Soviet opposition today and adopt- 
ed a 12-point Western power dec- 
laration laying down essentials for 
world peace. 


The vote followed a shouted Rus- 
sian denial that the Soviet Union 
is interfering with the affairs of 
Yugoslavia. 
One point in the assembly decla- 
ration calls on all nations to re- 
frain from any intervention in the 
affairs of other countries. 
The United Stated-British pro- 
posal was adopted by a vote of B; 
to 6. The negative votes were cast 
by the Soviet bloc. Yugoslavia ab- 
stained.

Today, however, a CGIL spokes- 
man said: "The strike wasn't in- 
ended to paralyze the nation. It 
was only a limited protest." 
Thousands of non-strikers Ignor- 
d the order by the Communist-led 
3GIL and went to work in make- 
hlft transportation.

Chiang Kai-Shek 
Takes Command 
Of Nationalists 


Government Trying 
To Establish Self 
In New Capital 


CHENGTU, China, Dec. 1—<JF>— 
Chlan'e Kai-shek was back today 
in command of Nationalist China's 
fight against the Communists. He 
took over shortly after arriving 
In this new refuge capital from 
fallen Chungking. 


The confused, travel-weary Na- 
tionalist government still was try- 
Ing to set up shop In its fourth 
capital this year when the gener- 
alissimo announced he was resum- 
ing direction of operations against 
the Reds. 


Chiang made the move, his of- 


fice said in a statement, as head 
of the Nationalist emergency coun- 
cil. The statement said he had no 
Intention—at the moment—of re- 
suming the presidency he gave up 
last January. But high sources 
predicted "he would do that, too, 
before long. 


One of the generalissimo's first 
moves was to call in other Nation- 
alist leaders to discuss measures 
for checking the Red tide flooding 
Into Southwestern China.

The Communists took Chungking 


yesterday. The takeover apparently 
was swift. The signal 
that the 
Reds had completely occupied the 
city of 1,000,000 persons came at 
6:30 last night, This was a formal, 
announcemnt by the Telecommun- 
ications Bureau that service to 
Chungking was suspended. 


(Hong ' Kong newspapers 
gave 


the picture of Chungking's trans- 
fer to Communist rule. It was In 
the classic pattern of many a Na- 
tionalist city, Including the former 
capitals of Nanking and Canton. 


(The Nationalists pulled out. A 
local committee was set'up. It met 
the Reds when all was clear and 
welcomed them to the city. 


(Chungking's case, the pro-Com- 
munist Hong Kong press said, the 
committee was made up of four 
businessmen, Including the direct- 
or of the Chamber of-Commerce 
and the.'managing editor of the 
SzechwanvSllk Manufacturing Co.

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Seven Survivors 
Of Dallas Crash 
Are In Hospitals 


DALLAS, Dec. 1—UP)—Seven of 


eighteen survivors of an American 
Airlines crash remained In Dallas 
hospitals today as an official In- 
vestigation of the accident contin- 
ued. 


The airliner, attempting to land 
with the dead engines, ripped It- 
self to pics against 
two build- 
Ings at Dallas' Love Field airport 
Tuesday and exploded. 
Twenty- 
eight charred bodies wore removed 
from the smouldering wreckage af- 
ter fires had been extinguished.

mands in paper francs has been go-

week. The old American $20 gold 
piece In Paris started trading to- 
day at around 20,600 francs. Only a 
few days ago that same piece of 
gold commanded \tho equivalent of 
about $2 more. 


In other words, the Frenchman* 


would rather have paper 
francs 


than gold, and so he soils the gold 
at lower and lower prices. ' 


The Paris gold market is some- 


thing of an 
Alice-ln-Wondorland 


affair. To begin with there Is no 
objection to a Frenchman or Am- 
erican owning a $20 gold piece in 
Paris and buying and selling it. But 
using gold for money In America 
has been illegal since 1033. 


Then, too, the $20 gold piece Is 


really a $35 gold piece. It has been 
worth nearly , that on the hooks 
ever since President Roosevelt rais- 
ed the price of gold in steps from 
$20.67 a fine ounce to $35 back in 
1933-34. 


But the Frenchman regards it as 


equivalent to a $60 gold piece. He 
is willing to change his money for 
gold at around 21,000 francs, and 
with the franc officially at 350 to 
the dollar, that figures out at $60. 


What the Frenchman thinks gold 


Is worth In any currency is Just 
about the system that has been 
used for centuries 
to 
determine 


what Is known as the value of gold. 
Governments have been unable to 
set a price and make everybody con- 
form to their opinion. The U. S. 
government, which says gold is 
worth $35 an ounce, 
has 
been 


unable to hold that 
price line in 


the small free gold markets around 
the world. Nor have sales of semi- 
fabricated gold or unrefined gold

SUGGESTIONS FROM 


CANADA 


The Canadian minister of 


external affairs, Lester B. 
Pearson, recently issued a 
statement of hope that the 
United States Congress will 
soon get around to approv- 
ing the St. Lawrence Seaway 
project. The work of open- 
ing a channel for seagoing 
craft 
between the 
Great 


Lakes and the navigable 
reaches of the St. Lawrence, 
and developing water pow- 
er along the St. Lawrence, 
would be done jointly by the 
two'nations. Canada has ap- 
proved the project; our 
Congress has not. 
,; Pearson called attention 
to some of the advantages, 
laying particular stress on 
the military importance both 
of the channel and of' the 
•hydroelectric power, and on 
the 
.peaceful 
usefulness 


which would accrue through 
development of the Labra- 
dor iron ore deposits. It is 
the Labrador iron ore dis- 
covery which has won some 
important 
American con- 


verts for the seaway propos- 
al in the last few years. The 
years of the high grade ore 
in the 
Mesabi Range are 


numbered, and the Labrador 
deposits are said to contain 
enough high grade ore to 
keep all American furnaces 
going for a hundred years. 


There still Is strong op- 


position to the project, how- 
ever. Part of this comes 
from .industrial 
interests 


whose immediate competi- 
tion would be increased on 
completion of tha 
project. 


Part comes from sections of 
thpe country where there 
would not be any obvious 
immediate benefit.

kinds of 
opposition 
are 


short-sighted.- The seaway 
proposal is for a develop- 
ment of natural resources of 
transportation and 
power. 


Such developments are of 
ultimate benefit to all.

QUICKERTRAINING 


Many young men and wo-

Hugh Long, dean of the 
Yale School of 
Medicine, 


who says that under the 
present system, nearly half 
of the life of young students 
has passed before they can 
begin to be. self-supporting 
in their profession. 


Dr. Long believes thac 


students might profit by an 
earlier start on their medical 
courses, suggesting*' that as 
their second college year 
they might enter 
medical 


school; His program would 
involve combining pre-medi- 
cai and medical training 
from that point on, and 
would include instructions in 
psychology and psydhiatry. 
By this system the student 
could get his degree one 
year earlier and the -process 
might be still further short- 
ened; for the brilliant stu- 
dent. 


Not only would the young 


doctors be benefited by be- 
ing able to begin his career 
earlier, but the community 
as a whole would profit. The 
serious shortage of medical 
men would be alleviated 
faster as the young doctors 
are permitted to practice 
medicine sooner. 


FOOTBALL RULES 


Argument has been wax- 


ing hot this season about the 
merits of free substitu- 
tion rule, under which whole 
teams may be replaced al- 
most at wilK during the pro- 
gress of the game and there 
is no limit to the number of 
times an individual player 
may be removed from and 
returned to the game. Sup- 
porters of the rule say it 
makes for better football, 
since groups of players can 
be trained fop offensive and 
defensive play and other- 
wise specialized. Critics say 
it only gives greater advant- 
age to schools having large 
squads and works greater 
hardship on schools with 
small 
squads, driving 
a 


harder wedge between the 
"have and have-nots" of 
football.

of drawing huge* crowds, at- 
tracting' nationwide -atten- 
tion, and building up impres- 
sive strings of victories. A 
primary element of any real 
sport is, the matching of 
skill and endurance; 
foot- 


ball, under the free substi- 
tution rule, matches instead 
the weight of numbers. 


Scholastic and collegiate 


football are not 'really justi- 
fied unless they make some 
valuable contribution to ed- 
ucation. This consideration 
ought to be foremost in the 
minds of coache,s and direc- 
tors' when they consider 
whether free 
substitution 


ought to be retained or abol- 
ished.

Sky Signs 
Worthless 
For Farms

CHAPEL HILL, N. C.—The hea- 
vens provide no crystal balls for 
farmers. 


Despite this fact, throughout the 
world men who plow the earth— 
like men who plow the seas—have 
sought to chart their courses by 
signs in the sky. 


Farmers down tHe centuries have 
gazed at the haevens and wonder- 
ed. These mortals in due , time 
have come to bestow upon 
the 
stars, the moon and the sun great 
powers over the planting and har- 
vesting of crops. 


Ignorant of the nature of things 
they have cloaked these heaven- 
ly bodies and the sign* of the 
Zodiac with mysterious and awe- 
somo qualities which In truth 
do not exist. 
The folly of this practice Is 
shown up clearly by sclentlcls fact. 


One of the nation's best authori- 
ties on. this clouded Issue is Dr. Roy 
K: Marshall, director of the mag- 
nificent new $3,000,000 Planetarium 
Tie're at the University of North 
Carolina. An .outstanding sky spec- 
ialist, Dr. Marshall has been de- 
scribed, as .the best .planetarium 
man In America and is producer 
of a weekly, television show consid- 
ered tops in 1'ts field. 


"Altougb the heavens provide no 
'crystal balls for farmers," declar- 
ed the genial sky gazer, "the whole 
business did begin In legitimate 
fashion." 
Dr. Marshall explained that sev- 
eral thousand years ago there were 
no calendars, and even a few hun- 
dred years ago they largely were 


useless because most people could 
not read. 


"Primitive people* •eeklnc » 
measure for passing time latched 
on to the moon," he Mid. "They 
had soon discovered that this »ky 
lantern went through about 12 
complete phases between planting 
seasons." 
The moon thereupon became the 
calendar for the ancients—not be- 
cause it Influenced crops but be- 
cause It marked the planting aea- 
sons. 


Ignorant of this innocent origin 
however, farmers 
In 
succeeding 
centuries endowed the moon with 
powers unfounded by fact. Many 
for example, allege that the moon 
has great magnetic qualities. For 
this reason, they plant leaf crops 
such as cabbage in the light of the 
moon so that the moon will pull 
up the leaves. 
Conversely, root 
crops are planted during the dark 
of the moon so the roots won't be 
pulled up. 


"In truth," Dr. Marshall said, 
"a farmer walking through hi* 
fields baa more pulling effect on 
his crops than doe* the moon. 
Beside*, the moon I* up there In 
the sky even during the dark of 
the moon. Ton just can't see It, 
that'* all." 
The director decried the hocus- 
pocus about "wet" and "dry" 
moons. 
The moon always follows, the 
same-path every year, he explained. 
In September the orescent lies on 
e'nd, supposedly pouring out the 
water. Actually, September—after 
August—is the rainiest month of 
the year. 
Nevertheless, everyone 
knows about April showers and yet 
In, that month the crescent lies 
down, supposedly holding the wa- 
ter.

We said that if they succeed in destroying A&P die way would

We thought the American people were entitled to know about 
this threat to their welfare and standard of living. 


Since that time, however, the anti-trust lawyers have been mak- 
ing speeches, talking over the radio, writing letters and giving 
stories to the newspapers, in which they say we are all wrong. 
They say that mis suit will not dot* a single A&P store; and 
that instead of raising food prices it will lower them. 
And they have tried to give the impression that nobody will be 
hurt by this decision except the present owners of A&P. 
We don't think t!iat the American people want to be confused by 
these statements. We know that when they have the facts, they 
will understand that this case can affect the living standards and 
the way of life of every American citizen. 
Here are the facts: 


The anti-trust lawyers h.ave repeatedly stated that "the suit will not result 
in the closing of a single A&P store", and that "the purpose of the suit is 
to enjoin A&P from continuing activity which has been held to violate 
the law." 
The fact is that the suit is designed not only to "enjoin" A&P from alleged 
illegal activities, but actually.to destroy the company. 
Here is what they have asked the court to do: 


Break up A&P's retail stores into seven groups, each of which must 
be sold to different owners, and operated under new management 
Order us to sell A&P's factories, which produce many of the fine foods 
you find in our stores, to still other new owners.

The anti-trust lawyers have repeatedly stated that the suit will not increase, 
but should decrease, grocery prices. 
Anybody who has ever shopped in an A&P storp, or has ever taken a 
high-school course in economics, knows better than that. 
Everyone knows that A&P's policy has always been to keep costs and 
profits at a minimum so that it can sell good food cheap. 
The very heart of the anti-trust lawyers' case is that A&P's methods, which 
they claim are illegal, have enabled the company to undersell competitors. 
How can anyone possibly say that you will get lower food prices by elimi- 
nating the company that has done so much to bring them down? 
Actually, there is no question that this suit, if successful, will mean higher 
food prices for A&P customers. 
Here is just one of a number of reasons; 


We manufacture many of the quality foods we sell in our stores, such 
as Bokar, Red Circle and Eight O'Clock coffees, Ann Page foods, White 
House milk, and many others. 
The anti-trust lawyers admit that we pass along these manufacturing 
savings to our customers in the form of lower prices.

But, the anti-trust lawyers have asked the court to order us to get rid off 
our manufacturing facilities, which would put an end to all these savings.

As a matter of fact, the anti-trust lawyers made practically the same allega- 
tions against two of our largest competitors that they are making against us. 
And it can also be used as the basis for an attack against other grocers and 
merchants in other lines. 
There are today literally thousands of chain stores, voluntary groups and 
individual merchants operating with the same methods and in the same 
pattern here under attack. 


If A&P is destroyed, no businessman could safely pursue' an aggressive 
sales policy designed to lower prices and give his customers a better deal 
if by so doing he takes business away from any competitor. 
Even if the anti-trust lawyers have no intention now of prosecuting other 
suits, a decision against A&P will establish a precedent that could be used 
by the present anti-trust lawyers, or any future anti-trust lajAryers, to destroy 
any eF lent business that buys cheaply, sells cheaply, and grow* big in 
the process. < 
Such a decision would mean the end of the vigorous, healthy price conn 
petition which has given this country the highest standard of living ever 
enjoyed by any people anywhere in the history of the world. 
The anti-trust lawyers are trying to give a new interpretation to the anti- 
trust laws that, instead of preserving competition, will reduce competition. 
They are trying, by court decision, to impose a new land of economic policy 
on the people of this country. 
Make no mistake about it. If they succeed in destroying A&P they wfll b« 
destroying the method of distribution that has helped make UN American 
standard of living the envy of the world.

perfect for • fts. The cake may 
be baked in aluminum foil contain- 
ers and then simply wrapped with 
ribbon. The sauces can be packed 
In covered containers—the latter to 
double for refrigerator jars later 
on. 


Christmas Fruit Cake. 


Ingredients—1 cup mincemeat, 3 


medium-sized apples (peeled and 
cored), 1 cup raisins, 3-4 cup can- 
died cherries, 2 ounces citron, 1 
cup orange julcee, 2 cups sifted all- 
purposee flour, 1 teaspoon baking 
powder, 1-2 teaspoon salt, 1 tea- 
spoon cinnamon, 1 teaspoon gin- 
gore, 1-2 teaspoon nutmeg, 1 cup 
sugar. 2 eggs (well beaten), 1-2 
cup molasses, 1-3 cup butter or vi- 
tam'nized margarine (melted), 2 
teaspoons sherry flavoring, 2 tea- 
spoons brandy flavoring. 
Method—Put mincemeat, apples, 


raisins, cherries ana citron through 
a coarse grinder and stir in 1-2 
cup of the orange juice. Mix and 
sift the flour, baking powder, salt, 
cinnamon, ginger, nutmeg and sug- 
ar. Mix the eggs and molasses to- 
gether: heat the remaining 1-2 cup 
orange juice .and add; gradually 
beat In the melted butter or mar- 
garine. 
Add sifted dry 
ingre- 


dients and stir until smooth. Fold 
In fruit and flavorings. Pour into 
2 well-greased gloss or metal 1- 
quart size loaf or round pans. Bake 
in a moderate (350 F) oven for 11-2 
to 2 hours.

Ingredients—2 tablespoons butter

Secretary of State Achespn an- 
nounced yesterday that Ward 
is 
planning to work out a financial 
settlement on Saturday. 
•Officials hope he will not run in- 
to long 
delays 
resulting 
from 
claims which in other cities raised 
suspicions of a shakedown of de- 
parting Americans. 
Laws of the Chinese Communist 
"Peoples Government" provide for 
dismissal fees, severance pay and 
other payments. A Communist an- 
nouncement at Peiping, at the time 
Ward and four of his aides were 
convicted of beating a consulate 
employe, said one provision reads: 
"When an employer discharges 
his employe he must pay him a dls- 
nilssal 
fee ranging from a half 
month to three months of the wages 
of the employe." 
The Mukden consulate has pos- 


sibly 20 Chinese clerks and 
other 
workers. Household servants and 
others with claims may number 50 
onrnore. 
At Shanghai, the American con- 
sulate was under siege for several 
days earlier this year by Chinese 
former- employes of the U. S. Na- 
vy who were demanding back pay. 
Brig. Gen. Robert Soule, Ameri- 
can military attache at Nanking, 
has been delayed for 
weeks 
in 
leaving China because of 
claims 
against a club of which he was for- 
merly a director. 
Another source of possible trou- 
ble has appeared in central China. 
There the Communists have de- 
manded that departing foreigners 
arrange with the local Chinese to 
guarantee payment of any claims 
which , might" arise following the 
foreigner's departure. 
The Shanghai incident eventual- 
ly was settled and officials hope 
this and other cases will serve as 
precedents to speed a settlement 
at Mukden.

Dramatically, in a hushed audi- 
torium, James B. Carey, acting 
.leader of the union, Invited mem- 
bers of the United Electrical Radio 
and Machine Workers (UE) to re- 
ject the dictates of "crazy,Moscow 
adventurers." 
fl The International Union of Elec- 
trical. Radio and Machine work- 
ers, (IUE) was born a month ago 
after the CIO excelled 
UE on 
grounds it was ridden by Reds. 
Since then the two unions have 
been locked In a dispute over the 
rtyrht to represent the industry's 
workers. The row has led to litiga- 
tion in federal and state courts and 
issues placed before the National 
Labor Relations 
Board. 
Carey's appeal was adopted un- 
animously, as the will of the con- 
vention, by some 
400 cheering, 
whistling

Blood Donors Needed— 
Corsicana Mother Fighting For Life

In John Sealy hospital in Gaives- 
ton Is a 23-year-old Corsicana moth- 
er who Is fighting for her life and 
who needs blood donors to repay 
the hospital's blood bank. 


Mrs. Douglas Minor, Jr., who 
has a 2% year old son in Corsicana, 
was hospitalized early in Septem- 
ber with an unknows affliction. 
Since that time her bones 
have 
started to soften and disappear, 
she has become paralyzed and at 
one time doctors gave her up as 
lost. 
However, her will to live 
caused state doctors to take an In- 
terest In her case and they have 
resorted to' blood transfusions 
in 
an effort to build her up so an 
operation can be performed, 


Transfusions were started about 
two week,* ago The number she 
has been given Is known only by 
her doctors. Her husband 
has 
attempted to repay the blood 
bank but has run Into hospital 


rules and regulations and expen- 
ses have stymied many of his efj 
forts. 
The local American Red Cross 
chapter has attempted to supply 
blood donors but have discovered 
that certain regulations have ham- 
pered their attempts. 
A hospital doctor told the local 
chapter that all. blood accepted by 
the hospital's blood bank must be 
taken at the hospital. 
Recently 11 friends of the family 
traveled to Galveston but upon ar- 
rival 10 were turned down because 
of hospital regulations. The 
ex- 
planation given at that time was 
that 10 of the 11 had a fever. 
The woman's husband has ex- 
tended 
himself to supply 
blood 
through,donorj. Each pint of blood 
replaced costs $40. 
The Corsicana units of the Tex- 
as National Guard have Inform- 
ed the Red Cross that they are 
ready to travel to Galveston to 
donate blood. The guard mem- 
bers plan to travel by private ve- 


hlcles and the Red . Cross 
has 
agreed to pay for their mentis and 
lodgings. 
Tuesday morning the local Red 
Cross office telephoned Ellington 
Field at Houston with a request 
for donors. At noon no word had 
been received from the field. 
* Minor Is a veteran of World War 
II and ho said the doctors told him 
they didn't know how many pints 
of blood his wife .v.uld need. They 
indicated, he said, that It would be 
considerable if she continued 
to 
live and was able to be operated 
on. 


A doctor at the hospital said its 
technician would be on hand at all 
times to accept blood donors and 
all blood received for the young 
woman would be credited to 
her 
account in the blood bank. 
The doctor pointed out that blood 
type was immaterial. He added: 
• "Our patient will be given all the 
blood of her own type she needs. 
Blood taken from donors will mere- 
ly replace the amount used." 


During Mrs. Minor's stay In the 
hospital she has been vidltoJ by 
specialist* from as far away as 
New York Oity. 
So far no cause for her Illness 
has been advanced. 
State doctors became interested 
in the case when the strange mala- 
dy affected the woman. 
They have said they .hope they 
can keep her alive and strengthen 
her so she can be operated on. 
"Only by an operation can we 
•determine the cause of the Illness 
and possibly prcveVit some 
other 
person from the same suffering," 
they said. 
The young husband, who Is. em- 
ployed In Corsicana, has receiv- 
ed dally telephone calls from per- 
sons offering blood, He has no 
car. Transportation of these peo- 
ple to Galveston-Is the obstacle. 
Any assistance that can be of- 
fered this family should be routed 
through the Corsicana chapter of 
the Red Cross or directly 
with 
John Sealy hospital In Qalveston.

Termites Able To 
Boast Of Their 
Long Geneology

WASHINGTON, Dec. 1—VFt— 
Proud people whi 
cestry to the May: 
tee their, an- 


wer got a rude 
jolt today. A termite, who rarely 
gives himself airs, can trace his 
ancestry back 250,000,000 years. 
This tidbit comes from the Smith- 


sonian Institution, which has Just 
completed cataloguing 1,932 differ- 
ent species of termites. 


When it turned out that the cat- 
alog chore had been done by a 
department of agriculture man who 
has been studying the termite— 
and was to control It—for 40 years, 
I promptly called Dr. Thomas E. 
Snyder to find out what's new in 
the termite world. 


The answer is, nothing much. 
Termites 
have 
been 
calmly 
chomping wood and developing a 
complex social 
organization 
for 


30,000.000 years. And their ances- 
tors, Dr. Snyder said, go back 250,- 
000,000 years, 


"Somewhere along- the line," he 
said, "the family split, and one 
group became the cockroach." 
Dr. Snyder has a certain admira- 


tion for the cockroach. ("He's very 
adaptable. He was on earth long 
before man, and I suspect he'll be 
here long after we're gone). 
In this country termites meas- 
ure a quarter of an inch, with the 
winged adults measuring a Ijali 
Inch. 


We .got off lucky. 
"I have seen a tropical queen ter- 
mite,1 said Snyder, "who was four 
and one-half inches long and near- 
ly two Inches in diameter." 


Dr. Snyder says there's one dlf- 


fernce between -the ant arid bee 
kings and the king termite. 


"The ant and the bee kl.igs die 
after mating," he said, "The term- 
Ite king- lives on. If you're going 
to be a king, a termite king is 
much the best proposition." 
I said I'd keep that in mind.

Weather conditions in the 
West become the deep concern of 
the East. A strike in one part of 
the country agitates the 
entire 
United States. What Is'going on In 
Asia and Europe stirs the whole 
world. Events behind the Iron Cur- 
tain or along the border 'which 
separates the realm of freedom set 
civilizations^ nerves a-qulver. 


Is Religion an Issue? 


But with all this talking and this 


unprecedent 
show of interest in 
human affairs, where does religion 
come in? Probably more people are 
talking about religion and think-" 
Ing about it than has been the case 
for generations. Many delight to 
dwell upon its mysteries, its sub- 
limities, its Intricacies. Some, on 
the other hand, turn from the sub- 
ject baffled, because it seems too 
high and involved for them. 


With the daily paper at^our el 
bow, it is interesting to read -the 
messages of the old Hebrew proph. 
ets who spoke to unheeding ears 
more than twenty-five 
hundred 
years ago. Their words are as 
timely aa the day's cablegrams. 
All : are attuned 
to . two • major 
notes. 
First, all the prophets picture the 
yearning, brooding, Father cara of 
God for His people. In. beautiful 
imagery they portray the heart 
of a loving Lord who tenderly 
cherished Israel. 
Sometimes we 
speak of the stern majesty of the 
Old Testament God: to 
do 
so 
ignores 
the 
note 
that sounds 
throughout the whole 
volume 


"God is love" is written large over 
these ancient pages. 
Another note sounds recurrently 


In our Lesson today as elsewhere. 
God Is always Impatient of a rell- 
glous ritualism that is not accom- 
panied by social righteousness. His 
prophets 
speak in contemptuous 


disdain of sacrifices and feasts and 
ecclesiastical 
correctness, 
when 
moral rottenness, greed, 
cruelty, 
and Injustice prevail. Orthodoxy, 
cry the prophets, la no substitute 
for straight dealing. Justice means 
more to God than incense. 
Sincerity Comes First. 
The Sunday school lesson 
for 
this week deals particularly with 
false prophets. Jeremiah, strident 
defender of God's righteous ways, 
points the finger of accusation at 
a sorry 'mess of time-serving reli- 
gious leaders and denounces them 
as unworthy_of their responsibility. 
They teach.vanity.. Their message 
is not from God, but is a reflection 
of. the desires of their own hearts. 
They have substituted drear - for 
revelations, and they peddle their 
cheap, sensational chatter among 
a generation only too' glad to have 
religious confirmtlon of their un- 
worthy ways of \: living. - 
. 
Yet, "Is not my word lake as a 


fire?, saith the Lord: and like 
a 
hammer that breaketh the rook in 
pieces.... Behold, I am against 
them that prophesy false dreams, 
saith the Lord....I sent them not 
nor commanded them; therefore, 
they shall no't profit this people at 
all." 


Blind Leaders of Blind. 
The worthlesaness of false lead- 
ers! We gee it in the field of pol- 
itics every day, Men whpse only 
aim In life Is to get into public of- 
fice and to keep themselves there 
seek' only to know the will of the 
pressure groups and to follow It. 
There are charletans today —as 
there have always been—who have 
'nice, sugar-coated economic rem- 
edies to 'cure poverty and relieve 
every pain due to a shortage of. 
Cash. The world often follows such

follows a mad bellweather over the 
precipice. 


But the worst ot all such false 
leaders is the false religious lead- 
er. We can thank God that we live 
in a country where religious lead- 
ers have the respect and affection 
of the people they serve and right- 
ly so.

consulate live and work In Bogota, 
Colombia, S. A., was explained to 
members of the Corslcana Rotary 
club today by Dick Rubottom, Cor- 
slcana, who has Just returned from 
that country. 


Rubottom was second secretary 
to the American consul In Bogota 
for two years. He and his family 
arrived in the United States recent- 
ly.
